Here heliv’d, 
many years in peace; and was remark- 
able for the politenefs of |his behaviour, 
not only to thofe who. applied, tor his 
advice as a phyfician but to all ftran-- 
ers that came into» that: part: of-the 
iighlands. He ftrenuoufly, but inef- 
fe€tually, oppoted his brother’s joining 
the Chevalier when he firft landed, bus 
at length was breught to engage with 
him, by the regard due to a benefactor, 
and a brother, who was befides his 
chief.as head of his clan, who threat- 
ened to piftol him if he. did not comply.

are daily undermingd upon its banks,

The river, St.Francis is only remark- 
able for the voyages: which the French 
make. up it in.winter to bunt wild cat-

The AZifouri is not yet. fully dilco. 
vered :. ‘he Frénch have not been fur- 
ther than. 200 leagues up this river, 
but the natives fay its,whole courfe.is, 
above 800 leagues Jong. .There is a.. 
mountain .of porphyry upon iis. banks 
tender enough to, make pipes. 

The Moimgoua, enters the river St

The flat country is very mbit ‘and 
feiny : it appears to have béen fotm’d 
of the fands caft up by the fea, and the 
wood and filt brought down by the ri- 
ver in its annaal inundations. ‘In digg- 
ing a well three leagues above New 
Ofleans, an entire cyprefs tree, three 
feet’ diamexer, with all its roots and 
branches was found buried 29 feet deep 
in the earth: it is plain therefuie the 
ground muit have been raifed zo feet 
fince that tree fell. Befides the banks 
of the river being higher thanthe more 
remote grounds 1s.a further ‘proof of 
this opinion, for the nigher the river 
they are the greater js the quantity of 
mad depofirea by the waters.

Jn Chariemagne’stime then the livre was a 

real pound weight offilver, which pound 

was the Roman pound of 312’ ounces, 
equal to about 104 aunces of Perris. But 
after that time the livre infteat? “of a real 
pound weight became nomirdl and 1iu- 
merary 3 its value greatly decreafed and 

a pound of filver' was made to contain a 

gréat many nominal or numerary livres.

‘There- 
fore 7000 x 66 1.:8 5.2465 ,000 livres,is 
the value-of Charies the Ba/d’s gitt to 
the Normans in preient money. 

When in 1250 St-Lewis was prifoner 
in Exypt, he gave for his own ranfom 
the cxy of Dasictta, and for the ran- 
fom of the nobles:and great lords who 
were prifonefsalang with him 100,co0o 
matks- of filvers:/‘Bhe mark of filver 
was 3 quarters of aipound weight, and 
theretore the yaitie of 100,cco marks ia 
money of Si Loyis’s time-was equal -to 
272,916 livres-1 2 foks & deniers: Now 
by thé'table it will:appear that 1 fol 
denier, and one 10th of-adenier of the 
money i6F Sei Lrvsviewas equal 1 livre, 
or 20fuis; pretent'mency.

his own accord. 

This table may be @fo ufeful in ela- 
cidating the hiltory of commercial mat- 
ters. When we know the prices whicn 
gocds and-merchandize: 2 nein diifer- 
ert 
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ent ages, and likewife the proportion 
whicii the money of one age bears to 
that of another, we may thence deter- 
termine the comparative {carcity or a- 
bundance of the fame {pecies of mer- 
chandize at different periods of time ; 
we maytompare, in this refpect, pait 
ages with each other, and with the pre- 
fent. Butin making thefe eftimates it 
muft always be remembered that after 
the difcovery of America, fo great a 
quantity of filver was brought from 
thence to Exrspe in the 16th century, 
that the value of filver was reduced to 
one third of what it was before, {io that 
after 1600 the fame quantity of the fame 
{pecies of mercioaties coft thrice as 
much filver as it did before 1500. This 
great plenty of filver, together with the 
reduction of the value of the numerary

Miffen, deputy theriff, when being put ihto

ted under many pretences, and fuch tradef 
men and fervants thereby iupported in refuf- 
ing to work for the timé and prices reafonas 
ble and accuftomed, by reafon of which un- 
Jawful afiemblies and pretended rules and or- 
ders, the trade and manufa&ures in general, 
and this city in particular, are greatly inter- 
rupted and injured, riots and other breaches
